Claim Objections 



1 . Claim 2 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(0)5 as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Claim 2 is dependent upon itself 



2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, line 10, "said fourth sidewalls" lacks antecedent basis in the claim. Only a 
single fourth sidewall was previously set forth in the claim. 

In claim 2, line 2, "at least of said peripheral sidewalls" is unclear. 

In claim 4, line 2, "an aperture" appears to be a double inclusion of an element insofar as 
claim 1, hnes 1 1 and 12 appear to be defining the aperture in the fi*ont cover sidewall. 



3. Claims 1-6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
